The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The claims are allowed over the cited prior art because none of the references teaches or 
discloses a synthetic rectifier having a MOSFET, a current sense means, a voltage sense means, a 
control circuit being responsive to a decreasing current from a source to a drain through the 
MOSFET so as to turn off the MOSFET when the current from a source to the drain through the 
MOSFET decreases to zero, and the control circuit being responsive to a decreasing voltage from 
the drain to the source across the MOSFET so as to turn on the MOSFET when the voltage from 
the drain to the source across the MOSFET decreases to zero.
